Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's amendment to Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9-15 and 17-23 disclose a device searching method/apparatus and 
" "memory which contain two independent searching means. It is unclear whether applicant has support for the claimed second search 
means. Examiner believes Fig 5 and the corresponding descritption set forth a single search means used by applicant. There seems to 
be no disclosure of a second search means. Applicant's disclosure (pages 12-15) discloses a single search means that finds an object 
matching the entered search conditions, the search procedure uses an or/disjunction operation on the entered serach conditions, this 
supports the claimed first search means, it is unclear what part of applicant's disclousure refers to the claimed second search means, 
therefore an issue of new mater is raised. 

In addition applicant has further defined the search conditions used in the claimed search means. Applicant now defines the conditions as 
being related to device functions. This newly added limitation would require further search. 
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
